CURRENT NOTES. 


The Medical Secretary's Visit to South Africa. 

On December 23rd, 1925, Dr. Cox attended at Salisbury a 
good meeting of the local profession, presided over by Mr, 
G. M. Huggins, chairman of the Mashonaland Division, when 
a keen discussion took place on the situation of the South 
African medical profession as a whole. This was, however, 
more academic in nature than the discussions during 
Dr. Cox’s visits to the Branches in the Union, Southern 
Rhodesia being a self-governing Colony, and thus not a part 
of the Union of South Africa. A resolution was passed 
asking the Council of the Association to constitute the 
Mashonaland Division as a Mashonaland Branch, because 
it is practically impossible, on account of distance, to get a 
meeting of the existing Rhodesian Branch, which includes 
the whole of the vast Rhodesian area. Important sugges- 
tions were made as to co-ordination of the actions of the 
proposed new Mashonaland Branch with those of the pro- 
posed new Matabeleland and Northern Rhodesia Branch, 
The honorary secretaries of the Mashonaland Division, Drs, 
J. E. Hurworth and Gasson, and the chairman, Mr. G. M, 
Huggins, have been most attentive to Dr. Cox’s — 
as have also Dr. A. M. Fleming, C.M.G., C.B.E., an 
Mrs. Fleming. Through the good offices of Dr. Fleming 
Dr. Cox was fortunate enough to meet the Governor, Sir 
John Chancellor, G.C.M.G., D.S.0., the Prime Minister, 
Sir Charles Coghlan, K.C.M.G., and the Colonial Secretary, 
Mr. Leggatt, who has charge of medical affairs. The 
Governor kindly invited Dr. Cox to dine with him on 
Christmas evening, in company with the Right Rev. FE. F. 
Paget, Bishop of Southern Rhodesia, who is a grandson of 
Sir James Paget, and thus has many ties of sympathy with 
the medical profession. 

The request to the Council for separate Branches seems 
justified by the fact that the existing Divisions cannot 
meet.. Indeed, the only two places in the whole of the 
Rhodesian Branch area in which there are more than two 
doctors are Bulawayo and Salisbury, and it is a railway 
journey of nineteen hours between the two. The plan is — 
that Northern Rhodesia shall be included by name in the 
new Matabeleland and Northern Rhodesia Branch. The 
members of the Association in Northern Rhodesia, who are 
as yet too few and too scattered to be made into a separate 
entity, have in fact always appeared in the membership list: 
of the Matabeleland Division. Northern Rhodesia is a? 
Crown Colony, and has no political connexion with Southern, 
Rhodesia. i 

Everywhere Dr. Cox goes he is impressed with the great) 
desirability of visits such as the one he is at present 
making. He finds that questions which members would! 
never put into writing can thus be answered on the spot, | 
and misconceptions dissipated; a visit from the head- 
quarters of the Association is the best means of showing 
members how much the parent body values their member- 
ship and wishes to help them in their difficulties. As a 
large number of South African practitioners are Edin- 
burgh graduates, it is hoped that many of them will find 
it possible to attend the Annual Meeting of the Association 
in Edinburgh in 1927.

REGULATIONS FOR THE EAST AFRICAN 
MEDICAL SERVICE. 


CORRESPONDENCE BETWEEN THE BRITISH 
MEDICAL ASSOCIATION AND THE 
COLONIAL OFFICE.* 


1. The Association’s Letter of October 13th, 1925, to the 
Colonial Office. 
British Medical Association House, 

R, Tavistock Square, W.C.1. 

I am instructed by the Dominions Committee of the British 
Medical Association to invite your attention to the consterna- 
tion created amongst the personnel of the East African Medical 
Services by the issue of the Regulations for the East African 
Medical Services dated March, 1925 (African (East), No. 1103). 
The Association is informed by its Branches that these Regula- 
tions, in so far as they deal with the restriction or abolition of 
private practice, are regarded not only as a serious curtailment 
of the existing emcluments of the Services in both the Medical 
and Sanitary Branches, but as a direct breach of faith with 
individual officers who accepted appointment on the under- 
standing that medical officers were allowed private practice and 
medical officers of health allowances of £100 or £50 in lieu of 
this. As regards the allowance the Committee understands that 
it is not to be withdrawn immediately but on vacation of a 
given post; but the exact position in this respect is not clear, 
and I am to request the favour of further information. It 
would seem that this concession can hardly meet the case of an 
officer forced to vacate a given post on transfer or in order to 
proceed on leave, as opposed to that of an officer who is offered 
promotion to a more lucrative appointment. 

In requesting full information as to the operation of these 
Regulations, I am instructed to say that the Dominions Com- 
mittee regards the position as one of considerable gravity. For 
some little time the Association has been glad to direct the 
attention of its members to the East African Medical Services 
as offering the prospect of a satisfactory career. The Services 
have been relatively contented and even enthusiastic as regards 
their opportunities for sound medical work. In view of the 
apprehension and uncertainty introduced by the issue of these 
Regulations it is impossible to preserve this attitude, and 
recruiting will inevitably suffer. 

The position is the more disconcerting because the emphasis 
laid by the Report of the East African Commission on the 
functions of the Medical and Sanitary Services, together with 
the recent utterances of the Secretary of State for the Colonies 
in connexion with the proposed reorganization of the Medical 
Department at the Colonial Office, have been received with 
Warm appreciation by the profession, both in East Africa and 
in this country, as an earnest of the speedy expansion and 
development of the Services. 

1 am io point out that the difficulty of the Association in this 
matter is enhanced by the fact that it only received informa- 
tion as to the effect of these Regulations from East Africa after 
their publication there. It is noted that the Regulations bear 
date March, 1925, and I am to refer to your letter 39159/1921, 
in which it is stated that directions have been given to 
ensure that departmental or colonial publications concerning 
medical officers in particular will be furnished to the Associa- 
tion. The object of these directions was that the Association 
should have an early opportunity of discussing the effect of such 
publications on the medical services concern In this case no 
Ccpy. of the Regulations was supplied to the Dominions Com- 
Nittee until September 7th, when a copy was received in reply 
to my request dated August 24th. The Committee has tius 
been deprived of an opportunity to consider the question in 
ail its bearings and possibly to find a means of avoiding the 
piesent impasse.

2. The Colonial Office's Letter of October 2th, 1925. 
Sir, Downing Street.

in members of the staff by the provisions of these Regulations, 
and he feels sure that the British Medical Association must be 
under some misapprehension on this point. Dispatches which 
have been received from the Governors of most of the Depen- 
dencies concerned indicate that the Regulations have met with 
a very general measure of acceptance. It seems to be generally 
appreciated that the Regulations supply the need which has 
been felt for some time for a code setting out the organization, 
functions, and conditions of the unified Medical Service in East 
Africa which was formed several years ago, with the general 
approval, and indeed at the request, of the majority of the 
Medical Officers serving in the various Dependencies. It is 
true that the Secretary of State has received telegraphic 
information that a memorial on the subject of the Regulations 
is being forwarded to him by the Branch of the British Medical 
Association in Kenya, but the indications which he has received 
of the contents of this memorial suggest that the complaints of 
the Branch are based upon an incomplete understanding of the 
effect of the Regulations. It appears, in fact, that these com- 
plaints are mainly concerned with the subjects to which you 
draw special attention in your letter—namely, private practice 
and the abolition of the allowances formerly granted to certain 
officers in lieu of private practice. 

With regard to the question of private practice, Mr. Amery 
would be unable to admit that the abolition of this privilege, 
even if this had been involved in the new Regulations, which 
is not the case, could be regarded as a curtailment of the 
emoluments of officers in the service prior to the issue of the 
Regulations. Although Medical Officers in the East African 
Dependencies have, with certain exceptions, been allowed to 
take private practice when such practice did not interfere with 
their official duties, no right to private practice has ever been 
recognized, nor.have fees from private practice ever been 
mentioned as an addition to emoluments in offers of medical 
appointments in East Africa, or considered in fixing such 
emoluments. This would in fact have been impossible, as it is 
well established that only in a very few stations in Eastern 
Africa is any substantial remuneration obtainable from private 
medical practice. It will be clear that no officer could at any 
time be regarded as having a claim to be posted to such a 
station. 

To turn, however, to the facts of the case, the new Regula- 
tions embody the principle, with which the British Medica] 
Association will no doubt agree, that the only justification for 
allowing private practice to Government Medical Officers whose 
whole time is at the disposal of the Government, and whose 
remuneration is fixed accordingly, lies in the responsibility of 
the Government for affording medical facilities to the non- 
official non-native community in places where there are no 
private practitioners, In accordance with this oat the 
Regulations, following a rule which has for many years been in 
force in West Africa, permit the exercise’ of private practice 
except in districts or stations in which the Governor, in con- 
sultation with the Director of Medical and Sanitary Services, 
has decided that reasonable facilities exist for the treatment of 
the non-official non-native community a private practitioners. 
In the present stage of development in Eastern Africa it is only 
in a few districts and stations that such facilities exist; but 
it may be hoped that in the course of time the need for private 
practice by Government Medical Officers, at any rate in 
districts where there is a European population, will gradually 
disappear ; private medical men will be encouraged to set up in 
practice without fear of undue competition from the Govern- 
ment staff, and the latter will be free to devote themselves to 
their own duties without being hampered by the demands of 
patients for whom no other recourse is at present possible. 

With regard to the allowances drawn by Sanitation Officers, 
it has been decided in framing the Regulations that no justifi- 
cation now exists for placing Sanitation Officers in a specially 
favourable position as compared with their colleagues on the 
medical side. Qn the other hand, after consultation with the 
Colonial Advisory Medical and Sanitary Committee, it has been 
decided, in view of the great importance of the sanitary side of 
the work, to encourage officers to obtain the Diploma in Public 
Health by granting two increments of salary as a reward for 
the possession of this qualification. It has long been the 
practice for Medical Officers of Health (now Sanitation Officers) 
to be selected from the list of Medical Officers already in the 
service, and no officer can be regarded as having a claim to be 
appointed to such a post or to be retained therein except at 
the discretion of the Government. A concession has, however, 
been made to the existing staff in that those now in receipt of 
these allowances have been permitted to retain them until they 
vacate their present appointments; and the British Medical 
Association may be assured that an officer who is transferred 
from one Sanitation post to another, or who proceeds on leave 
and returns to his old post or to another Sanitation post, will 
not be regarded as having vacated his appointment for this 


purpose. 
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Regulations for the East African Médical Service. 
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Apart from these points it is not clear to the Secretary of 
State what particulars the British Medical Asso¢iation desire 
as to the operation of the Regulations, which, for the most 
part, merely embody and clarify the existing conditions of 
service, and which appear to him to require no special explana- 
tion. If the Association will specify any particular points 
which are obscure the desired information will be supplied. 

In the concluding paragraph of your letter you refer to the 
letter from this office of the 13th August, 1921, in which an 
undertaking was given that publications concerning Medical 
Officers in the Colonies. should be furnished to the Association. 
This undertaking was not overlooked in the present case; but 
the Regulations, although dated March, 1925, were not ready 
for issue to the Governments concerned until July, and the 
— of copies to the Association and other interested 

ies in this country was unfortunately further delayed, with 
the result that your application for copies was received before 
the copies intended for transmission to the Association had 
actualiy been sent. 

It should, however, be made clear that the Regulations have 
not been issued without the fullest consultation with the Secre- 
pene | of State’s professional advisers. The Regulations, after 
preliminary consideration by the Colonial Advisory Medical 
and Sanitary Committee, were sent to all the Governments con- 
cerned in draft form, and any representatioris made by the 
Governors or the heads of the Medical Departments were taken 
fully into account. The draft was also discussed orally with 
senior members of the Medical Departments of the principal 
Dependencies when on leave in this country ; and after revision 
in the light of these consultations it was referred again to the 
Colonial Advisory Medical and Sanitary Committee befere 
receiving the approval of the Secretary of State. 

Mr. Amery feels sure that the British Medical Association 
will agree, in the light of the information given in this letter, 
that the representations which have been made to them as to 
the effect of the Regulations are based upon an incomplete 
apprehension of the facts of the case. He is fully alive to 
the importance of maintaining a contented medical service in 
Eastern Africa and of avoiding any action which might tend 
to discourage recruitment for the East African Medical Service. 
He sees no reason to apprehend that the new Regulations, 
correctly understood, will have an adverse effect in either 
direction. ‘

Sir, 

I am directed by the Dominions Committee of the British 
Medical Association to advert to your letter of the 20th ultimo, 
and to state that the Committee greatly regrets its inability to 
concur in Mr, Amery’s view as expressed in paragraph 9 that 
there is ‘‘no reason to apprehend that the new Regulations, 
correctly understood, will have an adverse effect’? upon the 
maintenance of a contented Service in East Africa or upon 
recruitment for such a Service. On the contrary, the Com- 
mittee is satisfied that so serious a position has already arisen 
in East Africa as a result of what is regarded as a direct 


breach of faith with the existing personnel of the East African. 


Medical Service, that it is not for the present justified in 
recommending the Service to members cf the British Medical 
Association as offering a suitable career. The explanation of 
the position conveyed in your letter, and more especially in 
paragraph 3, only tends to confirm the Committee in its opinion 
as to the effect of the Regulations. 

At the same time the Committee gladly recognizes that the 
Regulations are in general, as stated in paragraph 2 of your 
letter, acceptable, and that they mark in some respects an 
advance towards an effective health policy for the East African 
Dependencies. The Committee has also received with con- 
siderable gratification reports of recent speeches by Mr. Amery 
in reference to the Colonial Medical Services, and especially 
that in East Africa, and in this connexion I am to enclose for 
your information a copy of an article which appeared in a 
recent issue of the British Mepicat Journat which expresses 
the general attitude of the Association. The present position 
is particularly unfortunate because advance had been con- 
fidently expected as a result of the Report of the East African 
Commission and its favourable reception in this country. 

In these circumstances I am to ask that the Secretary of 
State for the Colonies will himself receive a deputation from 
the British Medical Association at the earliest possible date, in 
the hope that after discussion of the position an understanding 
may be reached which will restore the confidence of the 

Meanwhile, I am to invite Mr. Amery’s attention :to the 


difficulty of reconciling certain statements in paragraph 3 of 
your letter with the information hitherto suppli y you 
department regarding private practice. The statements and the 
earlier information with which they would seem to contrast are 
as follows : 

A) “‘No right to private practice has ever been recognized.” 
—Ref. 46333 /25 of October 20th, 1925. 

“Tn all these (all medical appointments filled from this country) 
cases the officers appointed ae" | the right of private practice 
of their profession.”’—Letter of February 7th, 1920, signed 
J. E..W. Flood. 

‘* Medical Officers, but not Medical Officers of Health, are per. 
mitted to take private practice, on the understanding that they 
= precedence to their official duties.’-—Colonial Office pamphlet, 

iscellaneous, No. 99, page 6, paragraph III, dated April, 1921, 
and subsequent issues. : 

(B) ‘‘ Nor have fees from private practice ever been mentioned 
as an addition to emoluments in offers of medical appointments 
in East Africa,’’—46333 / 25. 

“* Medical Officers are permitted to take private practice on the 
understanding that they give precedence to their official duties.” 
—Extract from advertisement of vacancies for posts of Medical 
Officer in East Afrigan Protectorates, published in the Britisy 
Mepicat Journat of March 8th, 1919. 

In this connexion it may be noted that the extract from the 
Colonial Office pamphlet quoted above is followed by the 
statement : 

‘‘In Uganda in the present stage of the Protectorate’s develop. 
ment additions to their income from this source (private practice) 
are not likely to be substantial.” 

It is submitted that the implication of this statement is 
that, elsewhere than in Uganda, definite additions to income 
may be expected from private practice. 

(C) ‘“* Nor have fees from private practice ... ever been com 
sidered in fixing,such emoluments.”’ 3 / 25. 

‘*In this connexion re suggestion that the salaries of Colonial 
Medical Officers should be brought into line with those of the 
Army, Navy, and Indian Medical Services) Lord Milner would 
suggest that... allowance must be made for the facts that in 
Eastern Africa ... private practice is allowed except to thiose 
engaged in public health duties, wlio receive a special allowance.” 
Letter 41081 /20 of 7th September, 1920. 

“‘It must be also borne in mind in considering the salarics cf 
Medical Officers in the Colonies that in many cases these Officers 
have the privilege, not enjoyed by any other class of Officers 
in the Colonies, of engaging in private practice without sacrificing 
their pension rights.’’—21870/21 of June 9th, 1921. 

As regards paragraph 5 of your letter, the Committee notes 
that Sanitation Officers will not be considered to have vacated 
their posts when they proceed on leave and return to the 
same or another sanitation post; or when transferred from one 
sanitation post to another. In view of the fact that “io 
officer can be regarded as having claim to be appointed to 
such a post or to be retained there except at the discretion 
of the Government,” I am to inquire in what circumstances 
it will be considered that an officer at present holding a 
sanitation post has vacated it. In this connexion I am to 
refer particularily to the conditions in Zanzibar in respect cf 
sanitation work done by medical officers. © 

The Committee also desires to make certain representations 
with regard to the very unsatisfactory conditions at present 
obtaining in the Medical Services of the Federated Malay 


' States and the Straits Settlements. 


I am to say further that, apart from the particular points 
indicated above, the deputation would wish to discuss with 
the Secretary of State the possibility of establishing more 
effective co-operation between the British Medical Association 
and your Department for the promotion of the efficiency and 
well-being of the Colonial Medical Services in general.

I am directed by Mr. Secretary Amery to acknowledge the 
receipt of your letter of the 14th December, and to inform 
you that he has not yet received the memorial which he under- 
stood was being sent by the Medical Staff in Kenya on the 
— of the Regulations for the East African Medical 
ervice. 

While Mr. Amery is anxious to arrive at a settlement of the 
doubts and difficulties which have arisen in this matter, he 
regrets that he is unable “~ | to appreciate its urgency. The 
Regulations have been in force ie some time in all the 
Dependencies to which they apply, and Mr. Amery is aware 
of no reason for suspending their operation. As he under- 
stands the attitude of the British Medical Association in the 
matter, the Association offer no objection to the Regulations 
in themselves, but desire to represent that the power given to 
Governors in Section IV (2) to prohibit private practice in 
stations or districts where the needs of the non-official non- 
native population are adequately served by private practi- 
tioners should not be exercised so as to debar from practice 
any officer who entered the Service prior to the issue of the 
Regulations. Mr. Amery will consider this aspect of the 
matter in the light of the representations contained in your 
letter of the 2lst November and in the memorial from the 
Kenya medical staff, when that is received. He considers that 
the regulation on this point is fully justified in principle, and 
as at present advised he is unable to admit that its application 
to any officer already in the Service can be regarded as an 
infringement of that officer’s rights. He sees no reason, 
therefore, to direct the suspension of the application 
of the regulation in Zanzibar, in which Dependency alone, 
so far as he is aware, has any action been taken as yet 
to restrict private practice under Section IV (2) of the 
Regulations. 

With regard to the inquiries made in the last two para- 
graphs of your letter, I am to say that a Sanitation Officer 
would be regarded as vacating the appointment to which the 
allowance hitherto paid is attached, on promotion, or cn 
transfer to a post to which no allowance was attached prior 
to the issue of the Regulations. With regard to Section V (1) 
of the Regulations (which is based on the recommendations 
of his professional advisers), the intention is that an officer 
required to dissect a body in order to be in a position to 
give evidence as to the cause of death should receive two 
guineas more than if it is not necessary for him to dissect 
the body.

I am instructed to acknowledge receipt of Mr. Bottomley’s 
letter of the 30th inst. and to express regret that Mr. Amery 
“is unable fully to appreciate’ the urgency of the position 
which has arisen in East Africa. I am to invite your atten- 
tion to the fact that the matter was first taken up by the 
Association immediately upon receipt of information as to the 
new Regulations. That they have already been in force for 
some time in all the Dependencies to which they apply, and 
that the particular Regulation to which exception is taken 
has been given full effect in Zanzibar, is indeed one of the 
chief reasons for considering the matter as urgent. In the 
circumstances it is regretted that it is no longer possible to 
postpone the publication of a full statement as to the position. 

The Committee fully appreciates Mr. Amery’s desire to 
consider the memerial &. the Kenya Medical Officers before 
coming to a final decision in this matter. That memorial was 
handed to the local administration on November 30th last, 
and it may therefore be hoped that it will reach your Depart- 
ment at no very distant date. In these circumstances, had 
Mr. Amery seen fit merely to postpone the desired meeting 
with the British Medical Association, it would have been 
possible to avoid taking a step which is likely seriously to 
affect the future development of the Colonial Medical Services, 
but unfortunately there is no indication in Mr. Bottomley’s 
letter that Mr. Amery is prepared to receive such a 
deputation. 

n the opinion of the Committee the questions at issue 
cannot be adequately dealt with by correspondence, and 
accordingly no attempt has been made hitherto to set out a 
full case for discussion. In this connexion I am to advert 
to my letter of the 19th November last in which it was stated 
that the proposed deputation would wish to discuss in addition 
to the new East African Regulations the very unsatisfactory 
position obtaining in respect of the Medical Services in Malaya. 

In the circumstances the Association has no option but to 
explain clearly to its members that in accepting appointments 
in the Colonial Medical Services they cannot in future rely upon 
the maintenance of any conditions of service under which they 
may be appointed. A statement to this effect will appear in 
the issue of the British Mepican Journat for January 
9th next. It is proposed to supplement this statement at an 
early date by the publication in full of the correspondence 
which has passed between the Dominions Committee of the 
Association and your Department, and I am directed to inquire 
whether Mr. Amery has any objection to this course.

Meetings of Branches and Divisions. 


Care or Goop Hore Miprayps 
At the first annual meeting of the Cape of Good Hope Midlands 
Branch, held early in December, 1925, the honorary secretary, 
Dr. Purip JaskowiTz, gave an ixteresting account of the steps 
that had been taken to found this new Branch by a process of 
affiliation between the old Port Elizabeth and Uitenhage Medical 
Society and the British Medical Association.

Drury, 
Napier, and Orenstein, of the South African Committee, and tho 
sympathetic support of the Eastern Province Branch, Dr. Drury 
visited Port Elizabeth and gave an address; and Dr. Orenstein, 
who was unable to attend the meeting, sent a letter which was 
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circulated among the members and did much to influence the 

ecision. After protracted negotiations a the delimitation 
of area, the inauguration of the new Branch was finally sanctioned, 
with territorial jurisdiction over Port Elizabeth, Uitenhage, Union- 
dale, Humansdorp, Willowmore, Knysna, Jansenville, Steytlerville, 
and Graaff Reinet. The activities of the old society, mainly 
clinical, were carried on without interruption well into 1925, and 
an inaugural dinner marked the yy point for the work of 
the Midlands Branch. Clinical work at first gave way to a con- 
siderable extent to matters affecting the relations of the members 
to each other and their welfare generally. Now that the Branch 
had setiled into the new routine it was anticipated that, while the 
general interests of the profession received all due attention, the 
clinical side would once again predominate.

By October it 
was possible to make out twins, and by that time the hard mass 
appeared to be in the posterior part of the uterus. Dr. Powell 
arranged for her admission to the maternity ward of the Victoria 
Home, with the idea of doing Caesarean section if necessary. The 
labour began about three weeks prematurely, and Dr. Powell 
delivered her of twins, both breech presentations. The first 
eee ge to come away contained a hard mass which proved to 
a patel mummified foetus, stilk in its unruptured mem- 
branes, and the corresponding ed of the placenta was hard, dry, 
P 


and pale. The rest of the placenta supplied the infant which 
was born first, and which weighed 4 Ib. A very unusual feature 
was the presence of two quite separate chorions. The second 
fenute supplied the other child exclusively. This infant was 
y= er — the first and weighed 6 lb. Both children were 

0 well. 

Dr. Powell, commenting on this case, said that evidently durin 
pregnancy there had been some haemorrhage from one ceosentel 
site, which was situated low down, and the subsequent thrombosis 
led to the death of one of the triplets. It was interesting to note 
that in spite of this the mother went nearly to full time. Doubt- 
less the persistent hard mass which difficulty in diagnosis 
was the foetus and its fibrosed portion of the placenta. 

Dr. J. Curtiss Wess gave an address on the biological action and 
therapeutics of ultra-violet radiation. He was supported by Dr. 
A. Eipinow, who dealt exhaustively with the biological aspect of 
the subject.
